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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment has been received and entered. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. Claims 7-9 are rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Luckhof et al. 
(5,800,088). Luckof discloses a device for mounting and demounting a roll substantially as 
claimed including, inter alia, inner claws (7) that attach to the pin end of the roll and outer claws 
(13) that attach to the bearing unit. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. Claims 7-11, (claims 7-9 in the aUemative) are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Martins in view of Luckhof 

5. Martins lacks only the claimed claw arrangement. Luckhof discloses, in the art of roll 
replacement tools, the claimed claw arrangement, as explained above. Additionally, Luckhof 
discloses that such an arrangement allows for faster roll change and thus increased production 
(column 1, lines 55-60). Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention to provide Martins' device with inner claws that attach to the pin end of 
the roll and outer claws that attach to the bearing, in the "manner of a bayonet joint" (Luckhof at 
column 1, line 15) in order to reduce roll change time and concomitantly increase production, as 
expressly taught by Luckhof 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/17/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

7. In response to appUcant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the method 
steps of "pushing the bearing unit onto the roll pin . . . [and] pulling the bearing unit from the roll 
pin[.]") are not recited in the rejected apparatus claims. Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In 
re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed Cir. 1993). 

Conclusion 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
